The  district  slopes  steeply  over  a distance  of  about  2 miles  from 
south  to  north  and  west  from  the  1,000  ft,  contour  line  to  just  under 
400  ft.  at  the  Rdver  Goyt,  the  highest  point  1,018  ft.  being  just  short 
of  the  southern  boundary.  The  north  westerly  fall  is  broken  by 
Jackson  Edge  rising  above  the  ~]0Q  ft.  contour.  Hie  main  road  follows 
roughly  the  oOO  ft.  contour,  along  which  most  of  the  housing 
development  has  taken  place. 

Very  briefly,  the  district  is  residential  in  character  and  many 
of  the  residents  are  employed  in  Manchester  and  surrounding  towns. 
Farming  and  a large  paper  mill  represent  the  major  industries.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

By  an  arrangement  with  Stockport  Corporation,  ambulance  transport 
is  supplied  for  accidents  and.  for  public  assistance  and  other  patients 
needing  hospital  treatment. 

The  Hyde  Isolation  Hospital  ambulance  is  available  for  all  cases  of 
infectious  disease.  n 

The  System  works  well  end  there  has  been  no  delay  in  the  removal  of  cases. 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Area. 

No  nursing  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Local  authority.  Tire 
District  Nurse  of  the  County  District  Nursing  Association  is  available 
for  both  general  and  maternity  work. 

The  Dislcy  Branch  of  the  B.R.C.3.  has  a number  of'  highly  skilled 
volunteers  who  willingly  give  there  spare  time  in  cases  where  home  nursing 
is  needed. 


Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  no  maternity  and  nursing  homes  in  the  District.

The  Council  retains  two  beds  at  the  Hyde  Borough  Hospital  for  infectio 
cases . 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

There  are  no  clinics  in  the  area.  One  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is 
used  in  the  village  on  alternate  weeks  when  one  of  the  local  doctors 
attends.

The  Council  has  no  mortuary  but  satis! actory  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  U.D.  of  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall. 

SECTION  C - SAN ITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.  Water. 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  to  most  of  the  houses 
in  the  area.  The  supply  has  been  pure  and  adequate,  A few  isolated 
dwellings  and  a number  of  Harms  are  still  without  piped  water  and  while 
this  provision  is  highly  desirable  the  cost  at  the  moment  is  quite 
prohibitive.  Bacteriological  end  Chemical  Examinations  of  the  water  are 
carried  out  by  Stockport  Corporation  and  have  proved  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  supplies  from  stand  pipes. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  majority  of  the  premises  in  the  District  have  main  drainage  but 
again,  the  isolated  position  of  a number  of  houses,  particularly  farms 
and  the  cost  of  piped  water  renders  a complete  water  carriage  system 
impossible. 

Two  small  sewage  disposal  works  maintained  by  the  Counoil  have 
functioned  satisfactorily.  No  new  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
have  been  undertaken  during  the  year.

SECTION  D.  ~ HOUSING.

Inspector  holding  a teaching  appointment  for  the  purpose  of  the  housing 
survey.  Defects  have  boon  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  In 
all  457  houses  were- • inspected.  , . - ... 

New  Houses.  . 

Orfyfst  December  38  houses  were  under  construction  by  the  Couhoil. 

No  prefabricated  houses  are  being  erected.  8 houses  are.  under 
construction  by  private  enterprise.  A licence  has  been  issued  by  the 
Council  foi  conversion  of  a large  house  into  two,  flats,'  and  another 
large  house  was  converted  into  two  separate  dwellings .

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Scarlet  Fever.  This  disease  continues  to  be  very  mild  in  character  and 
admission  to  hospital  is  given  only  when  domestic  and  other 
conditions  make  the  nursing  of  the  case  at  home 
impracticable. 

Whooping  Gough 

and  Measles.  Despite  the  number  of  notif icat ions  it  is  only  too 

apparent  that  not  all  parents  seek  medical  advice  for  these 
two  diseases,  much  more  important  than  Scarlet  Fever. 

D ip hthe  r i a Immuni s at i on . 

By  the  end  of  December,  208 ' children  under  5 years  of  age  and  340 
between  the  ages  of  5 and  14  had  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria 
percentages  of  94.5  and  93.3  respectively.  This  gives  a total  of  548 
children  under  14  immunised  a percentage  of  93 • 9 * Reinforcing 
injections  were  continued  at  the  Disley  Council  School.  There  has  been 
no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  since  1943  the  patient  then  being  aged 
22  years. 

If  this  high  percentage  of  inimunc  children  can  be  maintained,  it  is 
virtually  certain  that  diphtheria  can  be  considered  eliminated  from  Disley.
